Evaporation Treatment 


In view of the fact that millers 


have complained that carbon 
bisul- 


phide taints the grain, making it un- 
fit for flour, the 
evaporation treat- 


ment is recommended in place 
of 


the customary process of sprinkling 
the chembal over the grain. 
When 


the former method is used, the im- 
purities in the carbon bisulphide re- 
main In the pan instead of contaminat- 
ing the grain. 


If the wheat is treated again by 


this method after the lapse of two 
weeks, it can be kept through 
the 


Winter -without any loss from the 
moth.

jnois grain moth is

LITTLE PRUNING FOR PEARS 


Ctrtain Definite Recommendation* Now 


Believed to Be Justified by 


Geneva Station. 


How to prune pears to the best ad- 


vantage has occupied the attention of 
byrtieultuHsts at the New York ex- 
periment station at" Geneva for several 
years, and certain definite recommeuUa- 
tions are now believed to be justi- 
fied by the results of the. station tests. 
The merits of high and low headed 
trees have been compared, and a study 
made of the effect upon tree growth 
and fruit production of much and little 
pruning. Low-headed trees receiving 
little pruning hare proved most satis- 
factory in all respects, declare the sta- 
tion specialists. 


Experiments have been conducted 


with such well known varieties as An- 
jou, Bartlett, Bosc, Clalrgeau, Keiffer, 
Sheldon, £ecke!m and Lawrence ,to 
study the relative value of high and 
low heading. Certain of these varie- 
ties have also been used in tefets of 
much and little pruning for pears. 


"With regard to results secured in 


these experiments, it would seem that 
low heads were be«t for all varieties of 
pears, especially for the. tall, upright- 
growing types," 5-ay the horticulturists. 
"Low-headed trees produced denser, 
larger and rather more symmetrical 
tops than did the high-headed ones. 
This would be particularly advanta- 
geous for unwieldy varieties of the 
Keiffer 
type. Careful heading 
and 


early training are always desirable. 


"It can be safely recouimeixled that | 


alt varieties of pears will .respond j 
mpre satisfactorily to little pruning 
than when severelj pruned and thinned 
ont. Little pruning seems to produce 
rather more symmetrical tops as well 
a-, larger bearing surface*. 
Heavj 


pruning appears to stimulate a greater 
wood growth which results in rather 
cumbersome, rangy, unwieldy branches 
and relatively smaller bearing areas."

The main thing to do for grape 


vines after they have become well 
established is to trim them and keep 
them clean, of weeds. The best time 
[o trim irf after the main cold weather 
of the winter has passed nnd before 
it lip;? become warm enough for the 
sap to Mart to flow; ami it is best 
to err in trimming them too early 
than to wait until top la»e. 


The idea in trimming is to reduce 


the amount of cane so that greater 
strength from the roots may be se- 
cured for the top growth which re- 
mains. Reducing the1 amount nf canes 
or top growth permits the fruit to 
be better nourished from the roots. 
There are different methods nf trim- 
ming, and the amount of canes re- 
moved in trimming depends 
some- 


what or the total amount made, which 
also depends somewhat on the varietv 
of grapes and the nutrition supplied 
by the soil. 


~Ah a rule, it will be sufficient to 
remove about two-thirds of the canes 
and shorten the other third to sev- 
eral buds. Different methods of train- 
ing the vines are practiced. 
They 


may be trained on posts or on wires 
attached to posts set at proper dis- 
tances apart. K land is rich enough 
to force the vines to make large 
growth, a arood plan is to have two 
wire-* attached t" posts on which the 
vines niny be'trained as they start to 
grow. 


Light cultivation should be begun 


quite early in the spring; at least 
early enough to prevent interference 
from 
weeds, 
ui'.d 
the

Certain Definite Recommendations Now 


Believed to Be Justified by 
Geneva Station. 


How to prune pears to the hest ad­ 
vantage has occupied the attention of 
horticulturists at the New York ex- 
perhnent station n f Geneva for several 
years, and certain definite recommenda­ 
tions are now believed to lie justi­ 
fied by Hie results of the station tests. 
Tile merits of high and low headed 
trees have been compared, and a study 
made of the effect upon tree growth 
and fruit production of much and little 
pruning. 
Low headed trees receiving 
little pruning have proved most satis­ 
factory in all respects, declare the sta­ 
tion specialists. 
Experiments have been conducted 
with such well known varieties as An­ 
jou, Bartlett, Bose, Clairgeau, Keiffer, 
Sheldon, 
Seckelm and Lawrence _t° 
study the relative value of high and 
low heading. 
Certain of these varie­ 
ties have also been used in tests of 
much and little pruning for pears. 
“ WitIi regard to results secured in 
these experiments, it would seem that 
low heads were host for all varieties of 
pears, especially for tin* tall, upright- 
griming types,” -ay the horticulturists. 
“Low-headed trees produced denser, 
larger and rather more symmetrical 
tops than did tin* high-headed ones. 
This would be particularly advanta­ 
geous for unwieldy varieties of the 
Koiffer 
typo. 
Careful 
beading 
and 
early training are always desirable. 
“It can be safely recommended that 
all varieties of pears will . respond 
more satisfactorily to little pruning 
than when severely primed and thinned 
out. 
Little pruning seems to produce 
rather more symmetrical tops as well 
as larger hearing surfaces. 
Heavy 
pruning appears to stimulate a greater 
wood growth which results in rather 
cumbersome, rangy, unwieldy branches 
aud relatively smaller bearing areas.”

W inter w ithout any loss from the 
moth. 
The danger arising from the Angou- 
fliois grain moth is 
becoming more 
serious each year, the Farm Bureau 
reports. 
The consequences through­ 
out the w heat grow ing sections

Main T h in g to Do A fter T h e y Have 


Become Established Is to Keep 
Them Clear of Weeds. 


The main thing to do for grape 
vines after they have become well 
est abl lulled is to ♦ rim them and ke»*p 
them clean of weed*. 
Tile best time 
to trim is after the main cold weather 
of the winter bus passed mid before 
it. bas become warm enough for the 
sap to start to flow; and it is best 
to err in trimming them too early 
than to walt until too late. 
The idea iii trimming is to reduce 
the amount of cane so that greater 
strength from the roots may be se­ 
cured for the top growth which re­ 
mains. 
Reducing the amount of canes 
or top growth permits the fruit to 
be better nourished from the roofs. 
There are different methods of trim ­ 
ming. anti the amount of canes re­ 
moved 
in 
trimming 
depend* 
some­ 
what or the total amount made, which 
also depends somewhat on the variety 
of grapes and the nutrition supplied 
by the soil. 
As a rule, it will he sufficient to 
remove about two-thirds of the canes 
and shorten the other third to sev­ 
eral buds. 
Different methods of train­ 
ing the vines are practiced. 
They 
may be trained on posts or on wires 
attached to posts set at proper dis­ 
tances apart, 
if land i* rich enough 
to force Hie vines 
to make large 
growth, a good plan is to have two 
wire* attached to posts on which tin* 
vines may be trained as they start to 
grow. 
Light cultivation should be begun 
quite early in tile spring; at least 
early enough to prevent interferenee 
from 
weeds, 
and 
tile 
cultivation 
should be continued until about the 
first of July. after which none ne**d 
be given, though large weeds should 
be kept mowed down.

After a good bit of agitation over 
what standards should 'regulate ml- 
mis*ion to Harvard University, the 
governing body has determined to al­ 
low neither race nor creed to bar any 
•fudcnt. 
At a time when the country seems 
more than ever to break up into hos­ 
tile groups, when the activities of 
Bolshevists and radicals of 
various 
hues and colors are proving annoying 
warts on tile body politic, it would 
have been unfortunate if the oldest 
American University, 
with a great 
liberal tradition, had begun a policy 
of racial discrimination. 
As one puts it, the action of the 
board of overseers, 
however, does 
not of itself clear up the problem as 
it exists within the University. 
It 
merely sets certain limits to a prob­ 
lem. which must be dealt with by the 
individual students. 
They may per­ 
m it racial friction to develop, or they 
may make the effort to hold it to its 
lowest terms. 
For this end, there 
will have to be conscientious endeavor 
on both sides. 
The situation in Harvard University 
is no different from the situation in 
the world outside. 
Racial and re­ 
ligious differences always are ready 
to flare up in shameful outbursts such 
as the Chicago race riots and the out­ 
rages of Mer Rouge. 
The average 
citizen is sometimes apt to feel that 
he i« justified in letting himself In- 
i-ontrolied bv his inflamed emotions in 
such matters. 
If one is prejudiced 
against a man it is easy to be im­ 
polite to him. 
But civilization is based un self con­ 
trol. 
It is th* plain duty of men of 
different races and religions, who are 
ropable of citizenship in one republic.
